Salaries of $1,700 a year, $50 a year 
more than New York pays, were rec- 
ommended last night by the city coun- 
c-l committee on finance for Chicago's 
policemen and firemen.

Every one knows what 
aspirii is. Pyramidon is a latter day 
modification of antipyrin. He has seen 
some ill effects from aspirin and practi- 
cally every physician has seén ill effects 
from the use of-antipyrin. 

But that is not the principal featon 
for advocating that these drugs be not 
used in thé treatment of fevers. Re- 
ducing the témpérature in itself does ho 
good. In fact, theré is some proof that 
a fever is An éffort of nature to fight 
baék. With fever there is an increase 
in white Bildod corpuséles and these are 
the most activé natural defenders of the 
body—its cavalry. 

O14 fashioned sweet spirits of nitre and 
almost @qually old fashioned spirits of 
Minderérus are harmless and have some 
value if a fever patient wants .to také 
medicine, 

Dr. Bevérly Robinson does not think 
much of bathing thé skin with cold water 
or water containing a little alcohol or 
vinegar. To do this is much to be pre- 
ferred to the cold bath and, done to re- 
fresh, is hot without advantage, but 
pushéd for the purpose of bringing the 
temperature down it is at least possibile 
that it does as mtich harm as good, 
When he writes about ice packs and ice 
bags in pneumonia and appendicitis there 
is no uncertainty in his opinion. He is 
éertain that in these diseases ice bags 
fo much harm. Hé prefers the effects 
Hot cloths or even turpentine 
stupes applied to the chest are of some 
Service, but cold bags—never.

VOTES BUY 


LEASE 


Wants the Building and 
Leasehold at “Fair 
Price.” 


Members of Mayor Thompson’s new 
board of education want the Chicago 
Tribune building for their ‘exclusive 
use as central headquarters for the 


public school system. By a unanimous 
vote yesterday the board ordered its 


business manager to enter negotia- 


tions with The Tribune company for 
the purchase of the building and the 
leasehold right, or to begin con- 
demnation proceedings in. the event 
that the cash value of the property 
is too high in the estimation of school 

Trustee A. H. Severinghaus intro- 
duced the property resolution after .- 
the board had voted to shelve its orig- 
inal proposal to build a five story ad- 
dition to the Chicago Public Library 
building as administrative headquar- 
ters. Trustee Gessler, chairman of the . 
special committee named to investi- 
gate new building prospects, reported 
that such an addition would cost 
$3,271,606, an estimate that far exceed- 
ed the tentative appropriation by the 
board. . 

$3,000,000 Too Much. 
“Three million dollars is too much 


money,” declared Mr. Severinghaus, 
taking the floor at a nod from Presi- 
dent Davis. “ The board requires large 
office accommodations in the center of 
the business district. It needs space 
for schoolrooms and provisions for 
printing presses. I wish to offer a reso- 
lution covering all of the school 
needs.” 

His resolution as read pointed out 
the need of more office space,. the cgn- 
templation of the board’s opening & 
public business college in the down- 
town district, and the necessity of ob- 
| taining space adap ptable to the opera- 
tion of a school printing plent. - It 
named lots 12 and 17 in block 143, 
school addition to Chicago, known as 
7 South Dearborn, as school property, 
and the seventeen story building erect- 
ed on the property by The Tribune 
company under a long term lease as 
the ideal location and building for the 
board's plans. 

Ordered to Negotiate, 

In closing it ordered “ that.the busi- 
ness manager and the attorney for the 
board be authorized to enter into nego- 
tiations with The Chicago Tribune com- 
pany for the purchase of said building ~ 
and the leasehold right, and in. tpe 
event that they cannot purchase build- 
ing and lease at their fair cash market 
value to take such steps as are neces- 
sary to condemn lease and building 

‘the use of the board of educa 

d to report ‘their _rogress to the 
board at their earliest convenience.” 

The resolution was passed unani- 
mously by the nine trustees present 
at the meeting, a majority, including 
all of the “solid six” members serv- 
ing on the new board. 

Provides New Place. 
Upon the recommendation of the 
business manager, the board voted to 
appoint a second assistant to the busi- 
ness manager at a salary of $4,500 a 
year. Fred W. Krengel was named 
first assistant, when the board réor- 
ganized, at a salary of $4,500. The 
new measure adds $9,000 annually to 
the cost of maintaining the business 
office. 
Formal consent was given for the 
payment of back salaries to Angus Roy 
Shannon, Lewis E. Larson and other 
ousted board employés and their resig- 
nations were accepted. 
Consent was also accortled to the 
city hall action in paying C. B. Chad- 
sey his salary covering his period as 
superintendent without his resigning 
claims to the office and $947.45 was 
voted to pay for the furniture used 
in the former superintendent's office.

Corn is showing greater alternate 
strength than the trade in general were 
disposed to credit it with. That the 
country is not disposed to abandon the 
bull side when the market has sharp 
breaks like that of Wednesday and early 
yesterday was evidenced by their pur- 
chases through commission houses, some 
having orders to buy the market down. 
They have traded in the best of form for 
months past, buying on breaks and se- 
curing good profits on sharp bulges, and 
are in a good position to continue that 
method for the present. 
Commission house opinions were mixed 
on corn and oats last night. Those who 
were bearish saw nothing in the reports 
of drought in France or in black rust re- 
ports to bull corn. Local operators in 
oats were disposed to take them as bull- 
ish on that grain. There were good and 
bad reports on oats from central Tllinois, 
and the gossip was that as the crop will 
pass through the critical stage the next 
two weeks, deterioration is to be ex- 
pected. Some reports had it that the 
crop was heading short in central Illi- 
nois, and the oats would be light in yield 
and weight. Advices from western Can- 
ada were regarded as moderately bullish. 

A few black rust reports from Minne- 
sota and the Dakotas were received yes- 
terday from Minneapolis houses. They 
were not given circulation, but were re- 
garded as having more effect than had 
they have spread broadcast. Discussing 
the situation, Hulburd, Warren & Chan- 
dier say: “It must be remembered, 
however, that the season for black rust 
scares in the northwest is approaching, 


that these scares occur every year, and 


there is no reason for anticipating that 
this year will prove an exception. The 
development and spread of black rust is 


dependent upon the weather, and while 


black rust is invariably present the dam- 


age proves slight unless the weether is 


such as to promote development of the 
disease. With this threat hanging over 
the market, however, unusual caution 


should be exercised in making short 


sales.” 


Capt. E. Carrothers Jr., late of the 
British army, and engaged in the pro- 
vision trade in Liverpool, who is inves- 
tigating conditions of the provision trade 
in the United States, was here yester- 
day.

BUTTER AND EGG SHADES | 


The cold storage holdings of creamery but- 
ter June 15 were 56,654,234 Ibs. It is 
estimated that the unreported stocks would 
increase this @mount to 56,765,000 Ibs. 
This is 29,072,000 Ibs more than was in 
storage on the same date last year. The net 
increase in cold storage holdings from June 
to 15 was 27,412,000 Ibs, compared with 
a net increase of 14,620,000 lbs during the 
same period in 1918, as given by the bureau 
of markets. 

The cold storage holdings of eggs were 
7.013.624 cases. The estimated holdings 
of the storages not reporting would increase 
the total to 7,043,000 cases. This is the 
largest quantity of eggs that was ever re- 
ported in cold storage at any one time in 
the United States. It is 849,000 cases more 
than were in storage on June 15, 1918, and 
1,024,000 cases more than on June 15, 1917. 
The net increase in cold storage stocks 
during the first fifteen days in June amounted 
to 1,032,000 cases. as compared with a net 
increase of 696,000 cases during the same 
period in 1918.
